Election/Restrictions 



Applicant's election without traverse of claims 4, 10 and 16 in Paper No. 6 is 
acknowledged. 

Applicant's election of claims 4, 10, 16 in Paper No. 6 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

In response to Applicant's assertion that claims 1, 7 and 13 are generic to the species, 
Examiner has been convinced. Therefore, claims 1, 7, and 13 are generic to their respective 
species and will be examined. 



The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1, 4, 7, 10, 13, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. For a claim to be statutory, it must be in the 
technological arts (see In re Musgrave, 167 USPQ 280 (CCPA 1970) and In re Johnston, 183 
USPQ 172 (CCPA 1974)). The invention in the body of the claim must recited technology. If 
the invention in the body of the claim is not tied to technological art, environment, or machine, 
the claim is not statutory (see Ex parte Bowman, 61 USPQ2d 1665, 1671 (BD. Pat. App. & Inter. 
2001). Also note MPEP 2106 IV 2(b). Examiner notes that this is not a precedential decision 
but it is being cited for its analysis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 13 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Specifically, there is no hardware in the claim for the logic.
